largely governed by such influciicea. Yea, 
Cliristmnu is upon us ; uud tlio fact haa 
iirouRod ua, ftnd has ins[dre<l us to write 
our preamble. Wo have hinted iit the 
feelings wlacli a review of our puat lives 
produces, and it is but fitting that wo 
should also review tho past year. Anni- 
versaries with most people are occasions 
fur particular review of the past. Remem- 
bnmccH arc awakened wliicli at another 
time do not influence the mind to the same 
extent : they do not possess tho same 
power, neither do they awaken tho Fame 
emotion. Let ns, then, review the year 
which has passed, and which in a few more 
daya will have actually expired. It has 
been to some, perhaps, a year of prosperity: 
the world has used them well : practically, 
they have diacovered the philosopher’s 
stone ; all they liavo been brought into 
contact with has turned to gold— their 
succees haa been complete —their losses 
nil ; and in the tide of prosperity they 
have been swept away from the view of the 
o])poaite conditions which prevail around 
them amongst their fellow men. Others 
have doling the past year descended the 
acale— have euffere<l losses, severe, nn- 
looked for, and in some cases ruinous. The 
reason is to them obscure; and the memory 
of ]>ast Buccesses makes it hard to l>eRr. 
Others have lost friends — dearly loved ones. 
Fathers, mothers, husbands, wives, brother, 
sisters, and children have l>een torn apart 
by tlie rude, relentless liand of dftith. A 
vacuum has been created which never can 
be filled up, however much time may de- 
posit within it its healing influences; and 
another remembmnee 1ms been added to 
the ah'cmly well-fille<l heart. 

The existence of the influences to which 
we have alhided forms at home, and in 
.every settled commiinity, a strong and 
busting bond of union. Friends at a di> 
tance who never meet, to a great extent 
forget each other, no opportunities being 
afforded to them of keeping up and renew- 
ing intimacies ; and we greatly fear tint in 
this Colony, and perhaps we may with 
safety say particularly in this Province, 
this sort of thing is by degrees being for- 
gotten, and its impoi*t<ince ignored, Ciirist- 
raas here with many is hardly kept at all. 
In moat places amusements are got up, and 
generally a holiday garb is w'orn. -But 
there is not that absolute disregard for 
business during the few days .'luottcd to 
Christmas which we filioirici like to see ; in 
fact, a keener relish for money-making 
appeo'd to possess men’s minds than at 
almost any other time : and so Christmas 
here is turned into a market njorc than 
into a season for social enjoyment and the 
meeting of friends. We have an object 
in making these remarks : we wish to draw 
public attention to the subject, so as to 
produce a ch.ange, ftnd to eatablish a state 
of thing.s more nearly nllicd to that which 
exists in the old country. 

Our remarks liavo been, we fear, some- 
what disjointed ; but from their general 
purpoi-t our veadci’s will be able to under- 
stand what we mean ; and we shall now 
conclude by wishing our oommimity, col- 
lectively and individually, “ A Merry 
Christmas axd a Happv Naw Yhar."

A long and occ.asif>naUy acrimonious 
debate which is reported at groat length in the 
Daily Times, took place, and was still being con- 
tinued when our last files of th.ab journal left 
Dunedin.

CROMWELL TOWN COUNCIL. 

The Council met on Monday evening, when 
the Mayor and all the Councillors were present. 

The minutes of several previous meetings were 
read and confirmed. 

Mr W. J. Rarry’s application to lease 35 feet 
of frontage in Melmore-street, adjoining the 
Council Chamber, upon which to erect an auc- 
tion mart, was remitted to the Public Works 
Comuiitteo to report on. 

Mr Dawkins wrote asking permission to erect 
A temporary ver.indah in front of his promises ; 
but the Council declined to receive the letter. 

A letter from the PaovincUl Treasurer, stating 
that the balance now due to the Corporstion on 
account of subsidy was £29, .and offering to hand 
over that amount at once, was referred to the 
Fiu.ance Committee for a report. 

An account from Messrs Nelson & Co., for 
advertising, was referred to the same committee. 

The Inspector of Nuisances reported that the ‘ 
sanitary condition of the town was anything but 
aatisfactory. This ho attributed chiefly to the 
slaughtering of ahcop in close proximity to the 
main streeb, and suggested that the owners of 
slaughter-liDUsei ahould be or<lercd to remove 
them outside the towji. The report also called 
attention to tho filthy state of the town water- 
r.ocs, .and to tlio nuisance created in consequence 
of brviken bottles, sheepskins, and mbhish of all 
kinds being strewn about and suffered to accu- 
mulate. — ^The report was received, and the In- 
spector WAS instructed to take legal proceedings 
against aU persons failing to abate nuisances 
existing on their promises, With regard to tho 
toivn race, the Public Works Committee waa 
iristnicted to e.xamine tlii same &ml to report at 
no\t meeting of Council. 

On tho motion of Cr. Badger, aoconded by Cr, 
Dagg, it was agreed to apply to the Superinteh- 
<lent for .a uf band auLtahle for purposes of 
recreation, and also to make application for a 
race-course reserve. 

Cr. Burres tabled tho following rosolulion, 
which he introduced with s few explanatory 
remarks!

On Saturday last our townsmen were 
alarmed by the cry of “ Fire,” and on rush- ■ 
ing to the scene, found the shop of. Mr 
Beresford, carpenter and joiner, in full 
blaze. The wind at tho time was in such 
a direction, that, had it not been for tho 
prompt action of the neighbours, I should 
have had to chronicle a calamity which 
makes one shudder at the bare thought of ; 
especially when it is taken into considera. 
tion that we have no suificient water at 
command, nor have we any organiserl body 
to act in such an emergency. It natnrally 
occurs to one’s mind, and in fact has caiiserl 
some talk amongst ns, that there is a great 
necessity for some action being taken rela- 
tive to the large amount of j>owder now 
openly stored at several of the stores in 
the township. Since the adv-ent of quartz- 
reefing amongst us, a great demand ha.s 
sprung up for thus dangerous commodity, 
.and 1 have no hesitation in sayiug that 
not less than a ton and a half is now openly 
stored, and it is only some few days since 
I actually s.iw a little child on the path- 
way making a plaything of a 2.51b-keg ; 
and just previous to this, at .mother store, 

I saw iifiee i kegs being delivered, which 
wore stacked outside under the verandah, 
and on which three raeu were sitting smok- 
ing. I think, therefore, that it has now 
become necessary that some stops should 
be taken fur its proper storage, and that it ' 
sliould txi made c'.i.jpi,-i,iOry on tlie vendors 
to have the same placed iu localities where 
it would be le.s3 dangerous to the town and 
its inhabitants. 

Oil!' quartz mining interest is still in a 
progressive stite at Butclier's, On the 
Alexandi-a reef the shafts are being carried 
down witli great vigour, no less than 
twelve companies sinking for the lode, the 
results from which cannot be expected for 
some ten weeks from present date. At 
Iversen's, on the Couroy line, they have 
carried a shaft down aliout 75 feet, but 
owing to the reef not thickening at that 
depth, the company have determined to 
sink again more to the soutliward. 1 had 
an opportunity of examining some stone 
taken fi'Om tlie sliaft they have commenced, 
which was litendly speckled with gold, and 
a prospect from casing and rubble yielded 
a dwt, to the liii dish. A prospecting 
claim at Blackman’s Gully has been apjilied 
for, and from the gold seen in the leader, 
there is every reason to believe that another 
valuable discovery has been made. 

Our sluicing claims are all giving good 
returns, .and I may particularly mention 
tho Ovens and .Manuherikia Co.s, and 
Blackwell's party. It is a cause of great 
regret that a greater abundance of water 
cannot be brouglit to bear upon the many 
anriferou.s spots known in this neighbour- 
hood. There i.s an undoubted good field 
for the outlay of capital in bringing water 
to bear upon these localities, giving em- 
ployment tn many, and splendid returns to 
those who have tlio pluck to make the ne- 
cessary outlay. 

For our race meeting, we have seven 
entries nnrai noted for the District Handi- 
cap, and the weights, as adjusted by the 
Stewards, have given great satisfaction. A 
new course has been made, and there is no 
doubt from the quantity of horses intrain- 
iug that wo .shall have a more then ordi- 
narily good meeting, and that a largo 
gathering of the lovers of racing will bo ; 
attracted. 

Mr Nelson, who has been in tho Police . 
Force for some years, has been compelled , 
to resign from ill health ; and as this gen- ' 
tleman has been mainly in.strnmcntal in; 
the formation of tho various lodges con-;

The male population here is considerably 
undor 100, including the Camp and others 
who are not householders, which gives one 
hotel or shanty to every nine persons.
